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£1.7 MILLION OWING

THANET council had unpaid 
council tax bills of more than £2.7 


million in the last financial year. 

The outstanding balance in April 2010 stood 
at £2,759,906, which meant it failed to receive 
£4 for every £100 owed. 

Across Kent, councils were more than £21 
million in arrears. 

Thanet council has recovered just over £1 
million of the unpaid tax which leaves 
£1,707,295 still unpaid from almost a year ago. 

Clive Hart, Thanet Labour group leader, 
said: “£1.7m is a great deal of money, and the 
Conservative administration at Thanet coun- 
cil should do all it possibly can to collect coun- 
cil tax in what are financially challenging 
times due to severe cuts in funding.” 

Severe deprivation in some areas of Thanet 
means council collectors expect difficulties, 
and a “realistic collection rate” allows some 
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arrangements for payment.” 

The Citizens’ Advice Bureau and the consumer 
credit counselling service offer free advice. 

A council spokeswoman said: “Any cus- 
tomers having difficulties paying council tax 
should contact us.”

Bridge grants to help 
homeless youngsters 
get back on their feet

APPLICATIONS are now 
available for Rochester 
Bridge Trust grants which 
last year helped a Margate 
charity rebuilding young 


homeless lives. 

The trust, founded in the late 14th 
century, provides funds of up to 
£4,000 for community groups and 
organisations across Kent. 

Last year’s beneficiaries included 
the Kenward Trust Lighthouse 
Project in Margate, which received 
£3,000 to convert the two dilapidat- 
ed backyards of its Victorian town- 
houses into a working garden, at 
the request of the young adults it 
supports. 

The Christian charity helps chil- 
dren and young people with nowhere 
else to go, often struggling with drug 
addiction. The Lighthouse project in 
Margate offers 23 beds to troubled 
youngsters aged between 16 and 25, 
providing support workers, education 
and advice for up to two years. 

A recent participant said: “They 
helped me to find me and I will fulfill 
my potential and be living proof of 
the work and transformation that 
goes on at Kenward. 


“Thank you for showing me that 
I am worth saving and showing 
me how to live life without drugs 
and drink. Thank you for my life 
back.” 

The grant helped the charity reach 
its £10,000 target and work on the 
garden is well under way, with the 
outer fencing complete. 

Over the last 20 years the 
Rochester Bridge trust has provid- 
ed nearly £5 million in grants to 
churches, schools, hospitals, uni- 
versities, scout associations and 
other groups involved in historic 
building conservation, education 
and research into Kentish history 
and engineering studies, as well as 
other specific projects.

Concealed cocaine 
stuffed inside yams 


COCAINE-stuffed yams found at 
Manston airport made a list of the 
UK Border Agency’s top ten unusual 
drug hiding places in 2010. 

An estimated ten kilos of cocaine, 
worth about half a million pounds, 
was found hidden inside hollow 
yams on board a freight flight 
from Ghana at the Kent airport in 
August. 

The vegetables had been cut open, 
filled with the class A drug and 
superglued back together. 

Investigations are ongoing. 

Brodie Clark, Border Force head, 
said: “These smuggling attempts 
show the lengths that organised 
criminals will go to in a bid to get 
drugs into the UK. 

“Criminals invest large sums of 
money to come up with better con- 
cealment methods because they 
know the potential profits from the 
awful trade in harmful drugs are 
considerable.” 


Warning after spate of 
bogus council tax calls 


SCAMMERS are targeting council 
taxpayers in two new telephone cons. 
Suspicious Thanet residents called 
the council after callers told them 
they were either due a large refund of 
their council tax or they had won the 
chance to have it paid for them. 

They were asked for their bank 
details and given a mobile phone 
number to contact with any problems. 

Thanet council confirmed neither 
call came from them. 

Simon Moores, customer services 
cabinet member, said: “These scams, 
have been circulating for some time in 
other areas. The council would never 
make calls like this and if you receive 
acall of this nature, please do not give 
out any personal information.”

Crazy drivers social

THE “sheer madness” of motorists 
on mobile phones is the target of a 
new Thanet road safety campaign, 
as research shows drivers are even 
updating social network sites on 


the go. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership are putting up brightly coloured 
warning signs in January to remind drivers that 
safety camera vans catch mobile phone violations 
and people driving without seatbelts as well as 
speedsters breaking the limit. 

A recent survey of 1,000 Kent residents showed 
35 per cent were unaware that the speed camera 
vans could catch other traffic infringements. 


Consequences 


Katherine Barrett, of the KMSC partner- 
ship, said: “The penalty for not wearing a 
seat belt is a £60 fine and for being caught 
using a mobile phone while driving is a 
£60 fine and three penalty points on your 
licence, but the consequences of a crash can 
be much more devastating. 

“Tn the last three years there have been at least 
46 crashes on the county’s roads involving some- 
one using a mobile phone while at the wheel. Of 
these there were four fatalities, ten serious 
injuries and 48 slight injuries.” 

Research carried out by the RAC 2010 report 
revealed that 21 per cent of motorists questioned 
had accessed emails, facebook and twitter while 
driving and 31 per cent had sent a text, while

roadside surveys revealed one in ten Kent 
motorists driving without a seatbelt. 

One driver tweeted: “I can’t believe how bad my 
spelling was in my last tweet. A testiment (sic) to 
not tweeting whilst driving!” 

Ms Barrett said: “It’s worrying that people still 
don’t take seriously the dangers posed by using, 
in any way, a phone while driving. 

“Clearly, drivers do not think they will get 
caught, but that kind of attitude can lead to trag-

Motorists can be charged for using a mobile 
even when a vehicle is stationary in a lay-by, traf- 
fic jam, traffic lights or at the side of the road, 
with the engine running.

to be scrapped 
to allow dogs in 


A BY-LAW that was brought in to 
ban dogs from Ramsgate Harbour 
because of the threat of rabies is 
being scrapped. 

Thanet council said precautions 
against the killer disease coming to 
the UK were behind the introduc- 
tion of the by-law in 1994. 

But since the introduction of pet 
passports, the public health threat 
of rabies has been reduced. 

Rabies is a potentially fatal virus 
commonly transmitted by dogs and 
travellers to some developing world 
countries are inoculated against it. 

The council said the by-law had 
not been popular with harbour 
users, particularly because many 
yacht owners liked to take their 
dogs on sailing trips. 

Some lorry drivers had also 
protested saying they like to have 
dogs for company on long trips. 

Council leader Bob Bayford said: 
“Tt is clear that this by-law is past 
its sell-by date. 

“Tt was introduced for a good 
reason, but that was nearly 20 
years ago and things have changed 
a great deal since then.” 

There were just 318 recorded 
cases of rabies in EU member 
states in 2007 — the last time a 
survey was undertaken — down 
from 2,679 in 1990.

Dead crabs ' Inay 
be victims of 
coldest winter’ 


THOUSANDS of dead crabs have 
washed up along the Thanet 
coast, with environmental experts 
believing the cold weather is to 
blame for their deaths. 


The velvet swimming crabs — also known 
as devil crabs — are thought to be victims of 
the UK’s coldest December in 120 years, 
which saw sea temperatures plunge much 
lower than the seasonal average. 

More than 40,000 crabs have been report- 
ed on the isle’s beaches, along with smaller 
numbers of whelks, sponges and anemones. 

Worst-hit were beaches at Westbrook, 
Cliftonville and Kingsgate, while smaller 
numbers have been washed up between 
Broadstairs and Ramsgate. 

Coastal warden Tony Sykes said: “We sus- 
pect that climate change and warmer weath- 
er has lured the crabs towards the shoreline. 

“They could also be attracted to these 
waters looking for kelp to feed on. 

“We believe the sudden temperature drop 
causes the crabs to suffer from hypothermia 
and die.” 

Investigations by the Environment Agency 
revealed no evidence of virus or disease. 

Thanet Coast Project manager Tony Child

said he was surprised at the large number of 
crabs that had died. 

“We had a crash in numbers last year, and 
we hadn’t expected such a large population,” 
he said. 

“We are hopeful the crab population will 
soon recover.” 

Martin Wise, Thanet council’s member for 
environmental services, said: “The severe 
cold weather can disrupt marine life, as well 
as our own lives. 

“Usually the temperature of the marine 
environment is much more stable than our 
air temperatures. However, it looks increas- 
ingly like Thanet coastal wildlife, such as 
these crabs and starfish, just can’t cope with 
the severe cold. The casualties run into thou- 
sands of mainly velvet swimming crabs. 

“Our volunteer coastal wardens have been 
reporting casualties from the Christmas hol- 
idays, and after the last couple of years these 
were not entirely unexpected. 

“The deaths appear to be a natural part of 
the struggle for life on the seashore, and we 
expect most of the crabs to be naturally dis- 
persed from our shores quickly by our local 
seagulls.” 


Rare Dickens volumes go on display 


FOR the first time, the public can handle 
and read rare books by and about Charles 
Dickens from the priceless Fitzgerald 
Collection. 

The writer spent many summer holi- 
days in Broadstairs and wrote much of 
David Copperfield in Bleak House. 

The collection, compiled more than 100 
years ago, is now housed in the Medway 
Archives and Local Studies Centre in 
Strood and is open to the public following 
an official launch. 

Apart from all Dickens’s major novels, 
the archive has many of the writer’s minor 
works, first editions, foreign publications, 
photographs of Dickens, Victorian scrap- 


books, cards, and other memorabilia. 

A good number of books in the collection 
feature beautiful illustrations, which cap- 
ture the period of Victorian Britain. 

There are also posters and bills advertis- 
ing performances and readings connected 
with the author of such classics as Great 
Expectations and A Tale of Two Cities. 

Percy Fitzgerald was a personal friend 
of Dickens and donated his library to 
Eastgate House Museum, Rochester, in 
1912, where it was displayed before going 
into storage.

Lifeboat memorial listed 


THE memorial of a 19th century lifeboating 
disaster which ‘touched the nation’ has had 
its listed status increased to Grade II. 

First unveiled in 1900, the Surf Boat 
Memorial in Margate St John cemetery is 
dedicated to nine men who died in 1897, 
when their rescue boat A Friend to All 
Nations capsized on a distress call. 

Queen Victoria added £35 to almost 
£10,000 in donations from all around the 
world, which also funded a second statue of a 
lifeboat man looking out to sea by Nayland 
Rock, also Grade II listed. 

A spokesman for English Heritage said: 
“The loss of lifeboatmen at sea was a tragedy 
experienced by many coastal towns, and 
memorials to such events are poignant 
reminders of England’s historic maritime 
economy. 

“The Margate disaster attracted funds 
from over the world and touched the nation.”

Scrap dealer fined £750 


DODGY deliveries have cost a Ramsgate 
scrap metal merchant almost £900. 

Daniel Rolfe, 37, from Staplehurst Gardens 
in Margate, was ordered by Canterbury mag- 
istrates to pay £750 in fines and £145 in costs 
on Tuesday, January 4, after receiving 
unrecorded deliveries at his Kent Metals 
dealership on Whitehall industrial estate. 

Police and council officers raided the scrap 
metal premises on May 28, after seeing a 
lorry unload heavy duty wire wool and lead. 

Inspection of the record books showed no 
mention of the delivery, which merchants 
have to log by law. Rolfe failed to appear in 
court and was found guilty in his absence of 
three charges of poor record-keeping.

Birth centre closed 


THE recently completed birthing centre 
at Margate’s QEQM Hospital will 
remain closed until a review of materni- 
ty services is completed. 

The midwifery-led unit offers a less 
clinical environment for mums-to-be but 
won't open until at least May while East 
Kent Hospitals Trust, Eastern and 
Coastal Primary Care Trust and GPs 
carry out an evaluation and public con- 
sultation on services which have been 
severely stretched due to staff shortages 
and a rising birth rate, leading to the 
Canterbury and Dover centres closing 
temporarily. 

Neil Martin, East Kent Hospitals Tust 
medical director, said: “This is not an 
easy decision, but we have taken into 
account staff shortages and our priority 
is that the highest possible standards of 
safety continue to be applied. We are not 
prepared to take any risks.” 


Mall the merrier 


SEASONAL shoppers flooded Westwood 
Cross in record numbers in the run-up to 
the new year. 

The mall saw more bargain-hunters 
between Boxing Day and New Year's Eve 
than ever before. The 5am launch of the 
Next sale helped make Monday, December 
27, the busiest day of the year.

Q™ you tell us a little about yourself? 


I am regional coordinator for the Food For 

Life Partnership. I live in Folkestone but 
work throughout the South East so see a lot of 
the M20 and the M25. I am married with two 
grown-up children. 


What is Food For Life and how did you get involved? 


The Food For Life Partnership is a network 

of schools and communities committed to 
transforming food culture. We are revolution- 
ising school meals, reconnecting young people 
with farms and inspiring families and commu- 
nities to cook and grow food. The partnership 
brings together four charities: the Soil 
Association, Focus On Food, Health Education 
Trust and Garden Organic. It empowers 
schools, teachers, caterers, food-producers, 
pupils and health professionals to create a 
better food culture for young people across 
England. This means a school-meals service 
serving healthy and sustainable food, practical 
food education and engaged pupils. 


Q"" are the advantages of growing your own? 


We encourage people to reconnect with 
food by growing organic or buying from 
local farmers and suppliers. Organic food is 
grown without the use of man-made chemi- 
cals. The same is true for organic meat. One of 


the first things people notice when switching 
to organic is the taste, which is much better. 

The most obvious advantage is safety. 
Pesticides and other chemicals are sprayed on 
inorganic food. Many fungicides and insecti- 
cides are potentially carcinogenic. With organ- 
ic, the soil is not contaminated. 


Q are reaching out to schools to spread the message 


We have more than 400 schools across the 

South East enrolled in the programme. 
These are setting up gardens, getting young 
people cooking and growing, and visiting 
farms and businesses to understand more 
about food and where it comes from. 
We offer an award scheme and have gold-, 
silver- and bronze-award-winning schools. 


Q™" the trend towards carbon reduction aid your cause? 


Absolutely. When we think about carbon 

footprints we tend to concentrate on how 
much energy we use directly, in our homes or 
travelling. This makes up our primary foot- 
print, but environmental impact doesn’t stop 
there. Food miles and packaging produce a 
secondary footprint. 

Over-packaged items and food brought over 
large distances all add to our carbon contribu- 
tion. Saving energy — and lowering emissions 
— isn’t only about changing light-bulbs and 
switching off appliances. 


Q* supermarkets a help or hindrance to local produce? 


Large supermarkets don’t supply schools 

with raw ingredients. We have had a posi- 
tive response to our campaign from school- 
meals caterers who are applying for our 
Catering Mark and using 50 per cent locally- 
sourced ingredients. We encourage parents to 
use local suppliers and organic-veg-box 
schemes, but all the large supermarkets carry 
organic ranges now. 


Q"" is the future for food distribution and choice? 


The way food is distributed nationally has 

production, consumption and trading prac- 
tices that destroy the environment, harm ani- 
mals and are deeply unjust. I would like a 
return to local-food-hubs, with enough pro- 
duced locally for all. It is madness to have only 
three or four large ‘food factories’ for staples.

I was one of many who attended 
the Thanet council meeting about 
the future of the Montefiore tennis 
courts (last week’s Yourthanet). 

Tm also proud to have been one of 
the original members of the 
committee that was formed to fight 
for this valuable commodity. 

There are too many sports 
facilities being built on in Thanet. 
Large green areas that were once 
playgrounds have been sold and are 
now housing estates, with many 
properties still empty. 

Conservative Sandy Ezekiel took 
over a large part of the meeting, 
almost spitting in the faces of 
residents who had fought for the 
tennis courts to be saved. 

The attitude of Cllr Ezekiel was a 
disgrace and he should have been 
stopped by the chair. Cllr Ezekiel 
says he was appalled with the 
Labour Party. At least Labour 
fought for the people and cared 
what happened to the courts. They 
were working for the people. Isn’t 
this what all councillors are 
supposed to do? 

Cllr Ezekiel shouted at me in the 
meeting and accused me of not 
wanting housing for all those on the 
housing list, and that all I wanted 
was the tennis courts. 

There was never any intention 
whatsoever of Thanet council 
building homes for the homeless in 
this area — they would have been 
for well-off people. 

We have so many new houses in 
Thanet that have stood empty for a 
very long time — people do not have 
the money to buy them — but we do 
need recreational facilities. 

Montefiore’s are the most used 
courts in Thanet. Between April 
and October last year, we took 
£3,500 in fees at £1 each a game — 
that is a lot of people playing tennis 
in a short time. 

Cllr Ezekiel said we were a 
disgrace. Well, I'm sorry, but I know 
of no other person in his position 
who has disgraced himself by his 
behaviour in a public place, leading 
to a severe reprimand for bringing 
his office into disrepute. 

How can he make accusations 
against others in a public place 
when he is such a bad example? 

I thought Robert Bayford was 
Thanet council’s leader now. Cllr 
Ezekiel certainly forgot this at the 
meeting and no one reminded him 
of his correct place. 

All that I and almost 1,600 people 
can say is, if it wasn’t for our ward 
councillors the tennis courts would 
have been sold years ago — for that 
we shall be forever grateful. Thank 
you, Alan Poole and Michelle 
Fenner.

Blast from the past

Remember when it was all fields around here? Editor Dave Mairs looks back in anger... and some hope 


I CAN still remember the combine-harvester 
working the golden fields as I cycled home from 


the family beach hut at Foreness Bay. 

This was an idyllic place: the beach, the cliffs, the farm- 
land rolling up to Northdown Park. Sentimental and 
dewy-eyed? I don’t care. The stretch of Thanet between 
Margate and Broadstairs was a lovely place. 

And then the houses came, lots of them. The 
Northdown Park estate, the one where the garages were 
put on front gardens so more homes could be crammed in 
and the builders could rake in more profit. 

The process continued remorselessly as Cliftonville was 
joined to Kingsgate, and the much-trumpeted ‘green 
wedge’ became just that — a tiny sliver of land comprising 
a golf course and a couple of farms. The same thing hap- 
pened at Dumpton to blur the distinction between 
Broadstairs and Ramsgate. It has been happening across 
the isle for as long as any of us can remember, to the point 
where we now have 15 miles of near-unbroken housing 
stretching from Minnis Bay to Pegwell Bay. 

It would be difficult to correlate precisely this orgy of 
building with the heartbreaking decline of Margate as a 
town, but the two sagas ran, give or take a few years, 
pretty much in tandem. And this is important. It is gives 
the lie to the admittedly strange idea that simply build- 
ing houses, and then building some more, enhances the 
economic prospects of a town, district or county. 

It doesn’t. What it does is make rich those who flog the 
land and the builders who buy and develop it. It provides 
short-term work for some in and around the building 
industry. And that pretty much is it. 

As for the rest of us, we are left with a wholly impover- 
ished environment and find ourselves living somewhere 
that really isn’t special any more. 

And in Thanet — alongside the near-total absence of 
open space — we have the added hit of the (now massive) 
urban area having some of the most undesirable socio- 
economic indicators in the country. Unemployment, 


income, life-expectancy, teenage pregnancy, high-street 
dereliction — you name it, Thanet is up (or down) there. 

All wretched enough, certainly, but here's the really in- 
sulting bit. Those same shameful statistics — the ones that 
have been helped on their way by generations of councillors 
not fit for purpose — are used time and again by those same 
people to justify yet more development. Their policies failed 
us before — so, tell you what, let’s stick with them! 

Some people have done very nicely out of this ‘relaxed’ 
attitude to building over our landscape, but the majority, 
we can say without fear of real contradiction, have not. 

Yet the madness goes on. You will at some point in the 
future see more than 1,300 houses blanket farmland near 
Westwood Cross, while the leader of Thanet council has 
informed us he considers the planned Eurokent business 
park might instead be better suited to “some kind of hi-tech 
eco village” (that’s another housing estate, in English). 
The lack of vision is both breathtaking and depressing. 

New homes are, of course, essential. Local need should 
always be covered, while there are times when some new 
housing, together with fresh investment and jobs, can be 
part of a thriving local economy. But what we have suf- 
fered in Thanet has been nothing to do with that. Local 
need — or local people’s quality of life — has never been 
part of the equation, with the bulk of our population 
growth fired by people moving in from elsewhere. 

We can never regain the lost acres, but we can fight for 
those patches that remain. So this is an appeal to those who 
care to do that, to fight, and not to just forget it all when the 
battle moves to another part of the isle. 

And if we can keep the developers and their friends off 
our fields, they might be encouraged to turn their atten- 
tions to our towns, where they are so desperately needed. 

The other week I enjoyed a superb gig at Margate’s 
Westcoast bar (Thanet old boy Nik Turner was back in 
town). Wandering around afterwards, we all agreed that 
this town could again be a great place to live. 

So many have conspired to spoil Thanet over the 
decades, but the tide can turn. Apathy is not an option.

STEPHEN K Amos is experiencing 
the biggest boom of his career. 


The comedian has recently been starring in 
his own self-titled TV show on BBC Two and is 
seen as one of the brighest new stars in the 
comedy firmament. 

And now he’s bringing his The Best 
Medicine show to Canterbury. 

‘Tm feeling good about life right now,” he 
said. “I was really flattered that the BBC saw 
fit to give me the chance to do my own show, in 
this day and age if you are a comic on TV you 
don’t always get that platform to show all the 
different things you can do, so I saw it as a real 
great opportunity to show a bit more of myself. 

The Stephen K Amos show went out on BBC 
Two on Friday nights at 10pm, but the series 
ended in the run up to Christmas. 

Stephen said of what he wanted to achieve 
with it: “I kind of hark back to the old style of 
Dave Allen with the feel of the show. It’s quite 
gentle and I embrace the variety nature of 
shows like that as I didn’t think that kind of 
thing was happening as much on TV anymore, 
so to help to try and revive it is something that 
it’s great to be involved with. 

“T didn’t want to do another bog-standard 
stand-up show. With that in mind we threw in 
some sketches, some bits with the audience 
and then some musical acts that you might 
not see on things like Michael MclIntyre’s 
Comedy Roadshow. I just wanted to throw 
some more in there to mix it up a bit.” 

Stephen turned to comedy 15 years ago but 
never thought he’d make a career out of it. 

He said: “I was studying law at the time 
but decided I'd try my hand at stand-up and 
simply haven’t stopped. It was never part of 
my plan to live this life. I wanted to be a 
lawyer and see where that took me. 

‘Td never tried stand-up before, or any 
comedy and never been to a comedy club, so 
to me it was like a totally new medium. 

“I just took the attitude from the start 
that it was all about having fun on stage 
and not being too fearful of it. 

“That was probably helped initially by 
the fact that at the early shows a lot of my 
friends turned up. They found me funny 
anyway, but they obviously couldn't be 
there every time I had a show and so they 
started to stop coming. But the laughs con- 
tinued and I decided to keep it going. 

“People always say to me it must be the 
most petrifying thing to do, but the worst 
that can happen is that people don’t 
laugh. It might be uncomfortable for a 
while but you’re not going to die. There’s 
usually a lot of goodwill in audiences too. 
Most people go to comedy nights to 
laugh, they want to laugh.” 

Stephen promises that his touring 
show is very different to his TV work. 

“This is live, unedited and in the 
moment. I try and keep it as fresh as 
possible. If something that is new 
material to me feels right I will do it 
and try it out. I try not to stick too rigid- 
ly to any script.” 

Stephen begins his tour in mid- 
January and says that he believes com- 
edy is having a real renaissance at the 
moment. 

“It’s absolutely going through a boom 
time. That’s got to be a good thing. I 
think we've all had enough of celebrity 
chefs. There was a time when you could- 
n't turn on the TV without seeing one, 
but that seems to have died off a little. 

“People want to have a laugh when they 
get home.There are other art forms and 
stand-up comedy really is one worth putting 
on TV.”

TALENT: Paul Dunton invites a variety of local musicians to perform on his nights

PAUL Dunton is a man who likes 
to make things happen, and he is 
proof that a bit of initiative can go 
a long way. 

His efforts have been key in 
helping to establish a scene for 
quality music in Tunbridge Wells. 

The Grey Lady Music Lounge 
in the Pantiles has been a venue 
for music for ten years now, since 
its reopening. 

Paul is one of the artists who 
has helped it become a runaway 
success with his candlelit show- 
cases for those who have somet- 
hing to say with their music. 

A musician himself, the story 
started when Paul found himself 
a regular on the bill. 

He said: “The owner offered me 
a residency on a weekly basis as 
an artist, and I was really 
flattered and accepted. It was 
quite out of the blue for me and it 
started out on Wednesday nights, 
with me playing there once a 
week and carried on that way for 
a while. 

“But after a while I decided to 
turn it into something else.” 

Five years ago the Paul Dunton 
and Guests nights began in 
earnest and the interest has 
grown, becoming a platform for 
solo artists and acoustic bands to 
play to appreciative audiences. 

He said: “The idea was to invite 
others to get involved. 

“T wasn’t sure that me alone 
playing every week was enough 
to sustain an interest, and I knew 
that to keep it fresh it needed 
others to get involved. 

“Pretty soon word really 
seemed to get around, to the point 
where it was growing organically. 
Then after about six months or 
so, CDs started to arrive in the 


post for me to listen to. That’s how 
the roster built up and now we 
have four acts that play each 
night and it has become a twice 
weekly thing.” 

He continued: “The standard of 
musicianship and songwriting 
ability is excellent, of a real high 
standard, and we offer that for 
just £5. 

“It’s worth coming along as I 
think it’s a great night and people 
are supporting local artists. 

“I haven’t really encountered a 
lot of negativity towards the 
nights as yet, despite them going 
for five years and it’s something I 
want to continue with for some 
time as it has had such a good 
reception. It has become an 
integral part of the local music 
scene and it really is packed out 
twice a week. If the appetite for it 
is there I see no reason to stop 
doing it and I hope people will 
continue to support it.” 

Before long the 32-year-old 
found himself at the centre of a 
small scene that was growing 
each week as more and more 
demos turned up for him. 

More bands and acts then 
started to ask for audition 
sessions to try and get on the bill 
at the Grey Lady. 

“It took me by surprise but it 
was a welcome surprise. The 
scene in Tunbridge Wells has a lot 
to offer, I've really discovered that 
and believe in what people here 
are doing.” 

Paul’s own music is what he 
calls a cross between classical 
and pop and when he plays he 
performs with a violinist, cellist 
and other musicians. 

He cites  singer/songwriter 
Damian Rice as one influence 
and composer Samuel Barber as 
another and has been playing ten 
years now.

ONCE a luxurious adven- 
ture suitable only for 
James Bond, families with 
hyphenated surnames and 
tax dodgers, skiing has now 
become a great holiday 


choice for everyone. 

But it’s only in the last few years 
that new, innovative holiday 
companies have started toying with 
the limitations of the 70s-style week 
package and giving more choice to 
those who want to ski frequently, for 
short periods — and not much money. 

You can now nip off for three days 
skiing, two nights sleep, at a 
relatively low price, in order to keep 
those ski legs fresh. 

And having headed to the slopes 
with Skiweekender.com, I can 
confirm that during the course of 
one weekend, the turnover of guests 
at their lodge near the resort of La 
Clusaz, just an hour from Geneva, 
is dizzying. 

“It is more work,” admits Jess 
Shirley-Smith from the website, 
over a beer, at the end of a long day 
working at Les Aravis lodge. 

“Our aim is to make sure not a 
minute of a guest’s time is wasted.” 

Sure enough, we were on the 
slopes within two hours of arriving 
at Geneva airport and could 
immediately see the benefits of this 
kind of trip. Arriving mid-week for a 
short stay in March, the airport was 
quiet, and with our ski passes and 


li 


equipment organised in advance, we 
were propelled effortlessly on to the 
deserted slopes by the grinning, 
youthful Skiweekender staff. 

Instead of being part of the 
weekend rush, we had the chance to 
ski like locals and found fighting the 
fatigue a little easier than normal 
with the help of blasting fresh air, 
exercise and a biere, s’il vous plait. 

“Staffing this kind of lodge is 
expensive,” says Jess, hours later, 
when we're back in the lodge and 
plonked beside the bar. 

“Chalets tend to be run by couples, 
so it’s a different business model, but 
we work it out so the costs aren’t 
passed on to the customer. French 
hotels won’t do it this way; that’s one 
of the reasons we ended up buying 
this hotel ourselves.” 


Skiweekender.com offer a wide 
range of packages to suit the 
individual, rather than the needs of 
a tour operator: 

“We make sure everything is on 
tap as soon as guests get here,” says 
Jess. “The boots, lift passes, rides to 
the lifts — all those things which 
usually hold you up. And you also 
pay for these up front, rather than 
getting there and _ suddenly 
wondering where 300 euros went. 

“For us, the internet and Easyjet 
are key,” laughs Jess. “People like 
the idea they can take a day or two 
off work and theyre down the 
slopes. We see people coming back 
again and again. One guy has been 
three times, and blames his skiing 
addiction on us. Apparently we 
make made it too easy.”

IF PROOF were needed of Peugeot’s 
new ambition to climb the world’s 
car rankings, look no further than 


the stunning RCZ coupé. 

The Audi TT is the most obvious target for 
the audacious Peugeot, except that the TT 
(from £26,475) is more expensive and more 
minimally equipped than the RCZ (from 
£20,450). 

The upmarket RCZ GT HDi 163 (£25,550) 
model tested was laden with standard ‘extras’ 
such as powered and heated front seats, 
leather upholstery, parking aids and stunning 
alloys, and turned heads wherever it was seen. 

You even get folding rear seats, allowing the 
rear of the cabin to be crammed far more than 
you would expect with that curvaceous roof. 

And it steers and handles as crisply as it 
looks, aided by a tidy six-speed manual change. 
Sports car purists might moan that it’s not rear- 
wheel drive, but that would have hiked the cost. 

And it feels light yet well planted, 
particularly with the test car’s smooth 163bhp 
2.0-litre diesel engine.

to tame a fast and winding route either; the 
ride quality is stunning for such a capable 
sports car and I could imagine driving a huge 
distance in the RCZ without feeling jaded at 
the other end. 

The cabin is not a bad place to be either. 
Peugeot has made big strides here lately, 
opening up a lead over sister brand Citroén 
and arch-rival Renault. 

There is also decent storage space and while 
the RCZ can never pretend to be more than a 
2+2, it’s a decent one. 

Admittedly, grown-ups will struggle for 
headroom beneath the distinctive double- 
bubble rear roof; everyone said this would 
never be ported over from the original RCZ 
concept, but it has proved to be a practical way 
of using air flow to keep the rear screen clear 
of rain and crud. 

The RCZ is also environmentally-friendly for 
a ‘press on’ motor; our RCZ diesel pushes out 
just 139g/km of CO2 and falls into road tax 
band-E (£110/year) and should average more 
than 50mpg — pretty impressive for a fun car. 

Will there be a roadster to attack the TT on 
both fronts? Peugeot has said ‘Non!’, but the 
demand is out there.
